In the public sector, all three levels of government continued 
to provide funding for the Gallery, testimony to the value held by 
our municipal, provincial and national leaders for the important 
role that the Gallery plays in our quality of life. 

We witnessed strong engagement in the AGO’s future as 
more than 100,000 people came to see Frank Gehry’s design 
for Transformation AGO and shared their comments and 
suggestions. We welcome this lively exchange of ideas with 
our community, which gives us valuable insight into the role that 
our institution can play in serving the public and integrating the 
Gallery further into daily life. 

As we plan the AGO's transformation, we shall continue to 
seek the involvement of our community. This is your Gallery, and 
you will help shape its future.

The Art Gallery of Ontario proved itself as a strong and resilient 
institution this year, an institution focused on an ambitious 
future. Despite challenges that affected all segments of the 
cultural community in 2003/04, the Gallery continued its inno- 
vative exploration of ways to bring art and people together. We 
shared Canadian masterpieces with Toronto audiences through 
the Tom Thomson exhibition. We witnessed artistic genius in 
the making with Rebecca Belmore’s performance piece in the 
exhibition Rebecca Belmore: The Named and the Unnamed. 
We introduced our visitors to a new way of looking at 
photography with the exhibition Pop Photographica. 

The past year was also a time when the AGO further 
strengthened its leadership role in promoting Canadian art 
to the world. We finalized plans for the Jom Thomson exhibition, 
co-organized by the Art Gallery of Ontario and the National 
Gallery of Canada, to travel to the State Hermitage Museum 
in St. Petersburg, Russia in the fall of 2004. We also gave audi- 
ences greater insight into the engaging work of Canadian artist 
Rodney Graham by organizing, in partnership with the Vancouver 
Art Gallery and the Museum of Contemporary Art, Los Angeles, 
the first North American tour of his work. 


During this busy programming year, the AGO also dealt 
head-on with the financial challenges that hit Toronto and 
Canada — from SARS, to the summer blackout, to the impact 
of the Iraq war on tourism. Difficult decisions had to be made 
to ensure that the Gallery’s operation for 2003/04 ended in a 
strong, balanced position. Our overriding commitment was to 
keep the institution focused on its vision and poised to embrace 
its future. 

We caught a glimpse of this exciting future in January 
2004, with the unveiling of Frank Gehry’s model for the AGO. 
This hallmark design is giving shape to a new definition for the 
art museum experience, with innovative presentations of new 
collections, dynamic relationships between art and architecture, 
and a new transparency to “behind-the-scenes’” activities. 

Strengthened by the challenges we faced this year, the 
AGO prepares to begin a critical next chapter. It will be a story 
of new art, a new building and new ideas, all part of the AGO’s 
new future.

On January 28, 2004, the Gallery unveiled Frank Gehry’s 
schematic design for the transformed AGO, introducing a 

new horizon for the way that people can experience art. The 
AGO celebrated this historic moment of the Transformation 
AGO project by hosting a weeklong series of events for AGO 
donors, Members and the general public. The week ended with 
a three-day open house, where visitors were able to explore 
the creative process of the design and the elements that make 
Gehry’s new AGO design unique. Since the unveiling, more 
than 100,000 people have been able to view the models and 


share their views on the design. 
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The wordmark for Jransformation AGO — New Art, New 


Building, New Ideas, New Future — captures the full impact of 
this dynamic project and clearly articulates the AGO’s vision to 
become a new kind of art museum — a place that brings art and 
people together in new and exciting ways. 

Transformation AGO is first and foremost about art. 
The generous gift of nearly 2,000 works of art from Kenneth 
Thomson's private collection will add remarkable depth to the 
AGO’s holdings. Key works by 19th- and 20th-century Canadian 
artists such as Paul Kane, Cornelius Krieghoff, Tom Thomson,

Jean-Paul Riopelle will enrich the AGO’s Canadian Collection. 
The Thomson Collection of European Art is renowned interna- 
tionally for its comprehensiveness and quality, featuring Medieval, 


Renaissance and Baroque works of art and an extraordinary 


collection of 18th- and 19th-century European portrait sculpture. 


A focal point will be the recently rediscovered early 17th-century 
masterpiece The Massacre of the Innocents by Peter Paul 
Rubens. 

Other collections coming to the AGO will introduce new 
concepts and perceptions about art. Additions to the Gallery's 


photography collection, including one of the primary collections of 


works by Josef Sudek and the renowned Klinsky Press Agency 
archive, will enable the AGO to fully represent the emergence 
of the medium during the last two centuries in its artistic, cultural 
and social diversity. Stirring works from the Frum Collection 
of African Art and a new acquisition of historical Australian 
Aboriginal art — the most significant collection of its kind outside 
of Australia — will allow the AGO to celebrate and explore the 
art of world cultures. 

World-renowned architect Frank Gehry has created a 
landmark building that provides a new dimension to the art 


experience. Increasing the overall viewing space for art by 


40 percent, the transformed AGO will have more than double 


the gallery space for Canadian art, more than triple the gallery 
space for photography, and substantially increased spaces for 
the European collection and contemporary art. Open, inviting 
and transparent, the new design celebrates the AGO as a 
place of activity and vibrancy. An animated Dundas facade built 
of glass and titanium allows visitors to look out to the street and 
passersby to see the Gallery activity within. A new entrance 
welcomes visitors inside, leading them to historic Walker Court, 
the heart of the Gallery. A dramatic ribbon sculptural staircase 
will rise from Walker Court to a new second-level walkway 
around the court and to the floors above. At the corner of Dundas 
and McCaul streets, a two-level complex, called “Meeting Place,’ 
will house the Gallery Shop, the new AGO restaurant, a casual 


café, Jackman Hall lecture theatre, a free contemporary project 


space and the Members’ Lounge. A new south wing overlooking 
Grange Park will feature a centre for contemporary art, as well 
as one of the most beautiful event spaces in the city. 

The transformed AGO will introduce dynamic new ideas, 
enabling the AGO to open itself in new and generous ways. 
Innovative approaches to display will be explored, including 
visible storage and interactive spaces within exhibitions. A new 
transparency to typically “behind-the-scenes” art museum opera- 
tions will allow visitors to experience the full range of Gallery 
activities, including education, conservation and research. 

The transformed Art Gallery of Ontario will create a new 
future for the role of art museums in our community, leading 
other institutions in challenging and expanding the definitions 
of art, and reaching out to the community as a lively, engaging 


centre for cultural and social activity.

In its ongoing commitment to bring new art to its audiences, 
the AGO added 1,732 works to Its collection in 2003/04, 
thanks to the generosity of individuals, groups, corporations 
and foundations that donated works and funds. 

Two canvases by American Abstract Expressionist Robert 
Motherwell came to the AGO’s collection by an anonymous 
gift: The Hollow Men (from T.S. Eliot), 1983, and The Golden 
Bough, 1986. These are magnificent additions to the AGO’s 
holdings of works by Motherwell, which is now considered to 
be the largest and most comprehensive public collection of 


works on paper by the artist. The Golden Bough |s particularly 


significant, as Motherwell has created a startling sense of 
huddled figures by coalescing wispy lines into muscular forms 
on a signature background of ochre, black and crimson. It is a 
milestone work, produced at the end of one of the most important 
careers in postwar American art. 

Another important addition to the contemporary collec- 
tion was L. Faux: Tri-X, produced in 2001 by Canadian artist 
Evan Penny. The work is the culmination of his series L. Faux, 
a bifurcated program of sculpture and photography based on 
his plain-featured model, Libby Faux. The series was initiated 


as an oversized relief sculpture of a frontal headshot, with

variations produced from colour, black-and-white and all-white 
photographs. L. Faux: Tri-X, a multiple-exposure version, is the 
finest and most forceful sculpture of the series. The work was 
purchased with the financial support of The Canada Council 
for the Arts Acquisition Assistance Program and with the 
assistance of the E. Wallace Fund. 

A significant acquisition to the Canadian collection was the 
painting Spitfire (1963) by Richard Gorman, gifted to the AGO 
by May Cutler. Gorman was part of the generation of Toronto 
painters who succeeded the avant-garde group Painters Eleven 


with Neo-Dadaist experimentation of materials and imagery.

Bulk paint, which became available in the early 1960s, changed 
the way Gorman painted. Affordable paint meant he could 
slather on thick layers of colour, scraping back and reapplying 
the pigment until he achieved a powerful, coherent and unmis- 
takably visceral effect. The artist gave the title Spitfire to the 
painting as a playful reading of the colour relationships after the 
fact — the red and blue appear to be locked in a dogfight. 

A sketchbook of an unknown 19th-century British artist, 
purchased with funds from AGO Members, greatly added to 
the early Canadian collection. The sketchbook is divided into 


two sections: images dating from 1810 to 1815 of the King’s 
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Unknown artist (British, 19th century), Sketchbook (Quebec), 1810-1828, graphite, watercolour on paper, 38 images on 64 pages, 22.0 x 19.3 cm.

German Legion, likely produced in England; and images 
dating from 1823 to 1828, depicting the artist’s travels to 
Lower Canada and Upper Canada (Kingston, Ontario). 
The latter section presents drawings and watercolours that 
deliver compelling anecdotal images of the lives and times of 
the period, particularly portraying public life during the winter 
and typifying the personalities inhabiting Lower Canada. 

This year was marked by the first gift of European works 
of art from the Thomson Collection, the highlight of which is an 
important medieval enamel panel from Limoges, France. This 


panel is thought to be from a reliquary for the Four Crowned

Martyrs, two of whom are shown seated above the lead caskets 
in which they were drowned in the 4th century. The four were 
Christian sculptors, martyred for their refusals to carve an idol 
of Aesculapius (the Greco-Roman god of medicine) for the 
Emperor Diocletian, and to sacrifice it to the sun gods. The 
Four Crowned Martyrs are the patron saints of sculptors, 
stonecutters and marble-workers. 

A remarkable bronze by German artist Ernst Barlach, 
entitled The Singing Man (1928) came into the AGO’s collection 
this fiscal year. Like his great friend, Kathe Kollwitz, this Expres- 


sionist sculptor, playwright and printmaker gave visible form to 
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Ernst Barlach (German, 1870-1938), Der Singende Mann (The Singing Man), conceived and cast 1928, bronze, 49.2 x 57.0 x

tional intensity, in keeping with the artist's study of the tradition 
of northern German Gothic woodcarving. This powerful bronze 
sculpture is a gift from the estate of the distinguished Barlach 


scholar Dr. Naomi Jackson Groves (1910 to 2001). A niece of 


Group of Seven artist A.Y. Jackson, Groves organized exhibitions 


of Barlach’s work and translated his plays into English.

The Gallery's Edward P. Taylor Research Library and 

Archives continued to grow its collection of artist’s archives 

and rare books. The acquisition of the archival records of 

Greg Curnoe (1936 to 1992) confirms the Gallery’s status 

as the essential centre for research on this major Canadian 


artist. Extraordinary in its depth and breadth, the fonds reflect 


Curnoe’s life and work: the inspiration of Canadian nationalism, 
the specificity of London and western Ontario, and his personal 
experience, especially that of cycling. The artist’s extraordinary 
documentary impulse is evident in his art and just as strongly 
characterizes his record keeping, making the fonds an essential 
outgrowth of his artistic output. 

A spectacular library on German Expressionist Ernst 
Barlach (1870 to1938) was received from the estate of Dr. Naomi 
Jackson Groves. The largest collection of material devoted to 
this artist in a North American art library, it comprises some 


2,000 books, catalogues raisonnés, exhibition and sales

catalogues, journals and files of research notes. Of particular 
rarity are the catalogues of early Barlach exhibitions. Groves 
devoted her scholarly life to his study, and many of these 


German-language publications contain her extensive annotations.

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The West Wind by Tom Thomson 


During the 2003/04 year, the AGO presented a diverse offering 


of historical and contemporary exhibitions, new presentations 


from its collections, family programming and activities for all ages. 


_ The AGO'’s major exhibition of the summer season was 
Tom Thomson (May 30 to September 7, 2003). Organized by 
the Art Gallery of Ontario and the National Gallery of Canada 
for a cross-Canada tour that included Ottawa, Vancouver, 
Winnipeg, Toronto and Quebec City, this comprehensive 
retrospective presented every significant work created by Jom 
Thomson. More than 140 of the artist’s paintings, oil sketches 


and works on paper were drawn from public and private 


collections throughout North America, along with works by 
Thomson's contemporaries. For an added note of realism, a live 
video feed from Canoe Lake played continuously throughout the 
exhibition's duration. Jom Thomson at the Art Gallery of Ontario 
was generously sponsored by Maritime Life, with the support of 
the Department of Canadian Heritage. 

Tom Thomson was followed by the highlight of the fall 
program — an exhibition of sculptures by Edgar Degas (October 
11, 2003 to January 5, 2004). Degas Sculptures, organized by 
International Arts, Memphis, Tennessee, showcased 73 bronzes 


from this Impressionist master — one of only four complete 
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Degas Sculptures exhibition 


sets in existence. Toronto was the sole Canadian venue for the 
exhibition. For this show, the AGO introduced an innovative 
initiative — a sketching studio for visitors in the exhibition space. 
The studio included sketch pads, easels, pencils, models and 

a display wall for visitors to show their work. An artist animated 
the studio space throughout the exhibition, demonstrating 
life-drawing techniques. Slide talks, artist demonstrations and 
drawing sessions with live models were also presented in 

the space, in association with the National Ballet of Canada 
and the National Ballet School. Degas Sculptures was 


sponsored by The American Express Foundation, with 


supporting sponsorship by Gretchen and Donald Ross. 

Lovers of photography and pop culture were drawn to the 
AGO's exhibition Pop Photographica: Photography's Objects 
in Everyday Life 1842-1969 (April 26 to July 20, 2003). 
Organized by the AGO, this provocative look at photography 
demonstrated how photos have been used to adorn everyday 
objects, from perfume bottles and watches to coffee cans and 
furniture, since the invention of the daguerreotype in 1839. This 
compelling aspect of photography has seldom been explored, 
and this exhibition was the first time that many of these objects 


had been exhibited in an art museum anywhere in the world. In

old family photo albums, unusually framed photographs and exam- 
ples of pop photographica for on-site examination and discussion. 
The evening was a sell-out success, with animated conversations 
about family heirlooms and collector’s items.

The exhibition, organized by the Morris 
and Helen Belkin Art Gallery, University of British Columbia, 
with support from The Canada Council for the Arts, featured 
five works created by the artist in 2002, in response to the 
horrific unfolding of evidence around the serial killing of women 
from Vancouver's skid row. For the exhibition's opening at the 
AGO, Belmore created a performance piece, which remained 
on display as part of the exhibition. 

In tandem with Rebecca Belmore: The Named and the 


Unnamed, the teens involved in the Gallery’s Teens Behind 
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Free Space: Art Acts Out event 


the Scenes program organized an event building on the artist’s 
demonstration of social consciousness. Free Space: Art Acts 
Out, organized on June 4, 2003, showcased an interactive 
street performance developed by 20 young activists, starting 
on Queen and John streets and moving to the Art Gallery of 
Ontario’s Walker Court. The evening continued at the AGO with 
a free event that included music, spoken word and displays of 
visual art, celebrating the art of social awareness. The concept 
for Free Space: Art Acts Out was developed through a series 
of teen workshops led by artist Kathy Walker, with the support 


of Rebecca Belmore. Teens Behind the Scenes is generously 


supported by Lead Partner CIBC and Supporting Partners 
Sears Young Futures and S.M. Blair Foundation. 

In fall 2003, the AGO introduced a new exhibition series 
— Artists in Focus — featuring the work of Canadian artists 
whose careers bridge the historical and contemporary periods. 
The series was launched with the exhibition Woman as 
Goddess: Liberated Nudes by Robert Markle and Joyce 
Wieland (November 29, 2003 to February 29, 2004). 
The exhibition was staged as a spirited exchange about the 
female form between Robert Markle and Joyce Wieland,

On the contemporary front, the AGO presented an active 
program of works by eee and international artists. In April 
2003, the AGO welcomed internationally acclaimed, Berlin- 
based artist Harun Farocki (April 9 to July 6, 2003), with an 
installation of his video work / Thought |! Was Seeing Convicts 


(2000). The AGO’s presentation of Farocki’s work was part of 


a city-wide spotlight on the artist, with complementary screen- 
ings of the artist's works at the Goethe-Institut and the Images 
Festival. Harun Farocki was presented at the AGO as part of 
the Gallery’s Present Tense series, which features intimate solo 
exhibitions of work by Canadian and international contemporary 
artists. Other Present Tense artists presented in 2003 included 
David Urban (Toronto), Mark Bell (Toronto) and Maria Sheriff 
(Montreal). The Present Tense series is generously supported 
by The Contemporary Circle, formed in 1996 to support 
contemporary art initiatives at the AGO. 


The AGO undertook an innovative collaboration with 
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Sixteenth-century portrait of King Henry vill 


Toronto artist Robin Pacific, entitled Uniform (September 24, 
2003 to January 18, 2004). This community arts exhibition 
profiled 19 AGO Protection Services Officers, who shared 
their personal histories and reflections about their work at the 
Gallery through a series of photographic, sound and video 
installations. These installations were displayed throughout the 
Gallery, enabling our audiences, staff and volunteers to gain 

a greater understanding and appreciation of AGO PSOs as 
individuals.

The AGO profiled renowned Canadian photographer 


Edward Burtynsky with the exhibition Manufactured Landscapes: 


The Photographs of Edward Burtynsky (January 24 to April 4, 
2004). This first retrospective of Burtynsky’s work, organized 
by the National Gallery of Canada, challenged viewers to 
redefine their concept of landscape, with more than 60 large- 
scale colour photographs of man-made environments, such as 
quarries, mines, tailing ponds, refineries, recycling plants and 
dismantled oil tankers. For this exhibition, the AGO also intro- 
duced new works by the artist from the Yangzi River in China, 
entitled The Three Gorges Project. The AGO’s presentation

The year ended with the compelling contemporary exhibi- 
tion Rodney Graham: A Little Thought (March 31 to June 27, 
2004). Jointly organized by the Art Gallery of Ontario, The 
Museum of Contemporary Art, Los Angeles, and the Vancouver 
Art Gallery, this exhibition celebrated one of Canada’s most 
innovative and internationally renowned contemporary artists, 
through an in-depth examination of the film, video and sound 
works produced during his 30-year career. The exhibition, 
generously supported by Carol and David Appel, began its 
North American tour at the AGO. 

Despite the challenge of its closed Canadian wing, 
the AGO created two bold installations of work from its 
remarkable collection of Canadian art. Speaking about 
Landscape, Speaking to the Land: Highlights of the Canadian 
Collection presented a compelling installation exploring the 
breadth of Canadian landscape painting. Centred around 


Rebecca Belmore’s work Ayumee-aawach Oomama-mowan: 


Speaking to Their Mother (1991), works by Canadian artists, 
from pre-Confederation times to the 1980s, presented a complex 
array of the Canadian “landscape.” 

The second installation, /nuit Art in Motion, choreographed 
20 sculptures from the AGO’s Inuit collection into a grand 
drum-dancing performance. Each sculpture marked a frozen 
moment of transformation between human and animal forms, 
and captured the powerful drum-dancing theme of spiritual 
transformation. This installation was supported by the Museums 
Assistance Program of the Department of Canadian Heritage. 

A new installation in the European galleries introduced 
Henry VIII to Toronto audiences. This 16th-century portrait, 
created by an artist working in the circle of Hans Holbein the 
Younger, is a striking portrayal of one of England’s most famous 
monarchs and Is the only period portrait of Henry VIII in Canada. 
Donated anonymously to the AGO in 2000, this work is one of 
a very small number of Tudor portraits in Canada. The installation 
of Henry VIII is generously supported by the Volunteers of the 
Art Gallery of Ontario. 

Through these exhibitions and programs, the AGO reached 
a broad and varied audience, creating personal and meaningful 


experiences with works of art.

The AGO seeks out partners to extend its reach into the 
community and around the world. In 2003/04, the AGO 
worked with community and private sector partners to offer a 
greater variety and breadth of programming to the public and 
introduce the Gallery to new audiences. 

The Jom Thomson exhibition was the result of a partnership 
between the two foremost art museums in Canada — the Art 
Gallery of Ontario and the National Gallery of Canada — which 
combined their curatorial strengths to deliver new perspectives 
on one of Canada’s greatest artists, through one of the most 


comprehensive exhibitions in the nation’s history. The AGO 


welcomed a new corporate partner, Maritime Life, as the sponsor 
of the exhibition. This marked Maritime Life’s first lead sponsor- 
ship in the visual arts sector. Maritime Life demonstrated full-out 
support of the program, from the personal involvement of senior 
representatives to the creation of a Maritime Life Web page 
solely dedicated to the Jom Thomson exhibition. In addition, 
the exhibition played a role in an important milestone for the 
company — the opening and celebration of the Maritime Life 
Tower in downtown Toronto. 

The Degas Sculptures exhibition provided a number of 


opportunities to work with partners in the community to expand

the scope of the exhibition. The AGO joined forces, again, with 
The American Express Foundation as the lead sponsor of the 
exhibition. The American Express Foundation has been a cor- 
porate supporter of the Gallery for more than 25 years and has 
made a number of major exhibitions possible at the AGO. 

The “dancers” theme of the Degas exhibition presented a 
great occasion for the AGO to partner with the National Ballet 
of Canada and the National Ballet School, to provide dance 
programming throughout the exhibition. Highlights included a 
costume demonstration at the Gallery by Caroline O’Brien, 


costume designer, National Ballet School, and a trip to the 
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Mayor David Miller at the launch of the fall campaign for the Daily Bread Food Bank.

To promote Toronto as a cultural tourism destination, the 
AGO and the Royal Ontario Museum (ROM) partnered, for the 
first time in the history of both institutions, in a tourism campaign 
that promoted visits to the AGO’s Degas Sculptures and the 
ROM's Art Deco exhibition. With the assistance of the Cultural 
Tourism Marketing Fund of the Ontario Ministry of Culture, 
the AGO and the ROM mounted an aggressive advertising 
campaign to draw visitors to Toronto to see both exhibitions. 

The AGO was able to reach out to a larger audience by 


hosting the launch of the fall campaign of the Daily Bread Food 
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Bank. To assist with the campaign, the Gallery introduced 
“Food for Thought” Wednesdays, held throughout December 
2003. With a donation of a canned good to the Daily Bread 
Food Bank, visitors were given a discounted admission to 
Degas Sculptures. The campaign was a major success, with 
more than 1,000 visitors participating, and 2,150 pounds of 
non-perishable food items collected for the Daily Bread Food 
Bank. 

Contemporary audiences benefited from the partnership 
struck by the Art Gallery of Ontario with The Museum of 
Contemporary Art, Los Angeles, and the Vancouver Art Gallery 
in organizing the exhibition Rodney Graham: A Little Thought 
(March 31 to June 27, 2004). Generously supported by Carol 
and David Appel, this travelling exhibition was the first North 
American tour of the work of Rodney Graham, one of Canada's 
most internationally celebrated artists. 

Alliances in the education sector enabled the AGO to 
extend its reach into this important area. A strategic partnership 
with the Ontario Institute for Studies in Education (OISE), at 


the University of Toronto, allowed the Gallery to offer enhanced 


visual arts training to all 550 elementary teacher candidates in 


the OISE program. Through all its programs, the AGO trained 
850 teachers from Toronto and surrounding regions. 

The AGO’s youth programs continue to grow in popularity 
and depth, and CIBC has been a leader in supporting these 
programs at the Gallery since 1999. CIBC’s renewed three- 
year commitment to the Teens Behind the Scenes program 
has ensured stable funding and has enabled the AGO to play 
a leading role in arts education by engaging youth in the visual 
arts through an interactive, highly participatory program. 

The AGO is also grateful for the support it receives from a 
number of extraordinary foundations. This support is particularly 
critical, as it often supports behind-the-scenes activities. For 
the 2003/04 year, special thanks goes to The Catherine and 
Maxwell Meighen Foundation, the Ontario Trillium Foundation, 
the Mariano Elia Foundation, Tippet Foundation and S.M. Blair 
Family Foundation for their support of education programs at 
the AGO.

The Preview Gala is 
the official launch of the art fair and a benefit for the Art Gallery of 
Ontario. Under the chairmanship of Sue Kidd, the 2003 Toronto 
International Art Fair Preview Gala raised net revenue of more 
than $100,000 for the AGO. The AGO is grateful to Cadillac for
